Head Coach and Athletic Director 


John D. Bridgers, the friendly, red-headed Baylor Uni- 
versity head football coach, whose teams have played con- 
siderably better than .500 ball in his five seasons at Baylor, in 
1963 completed the first season of a new five-year Baylor con- 
tract, by taking his Bears to a splendid 7-3 season, a 6-1 
Southwest Conference mark and second place behind only 
National Champion Texas, plus a stirring 14-7 Bluebonnet 
Bowl victory over huge Louisiana State. The Bridgers 
record is 30-23-0 for five Baylor seasons. 

The Bears, renowned for their “Chinese Baptists” de- 
fensive platoon as much as for their great pro-style passing 
attack, held LSU, the Southeastern Conference rushing cham- 
pions and 19 pounds heavier than the Bears in the line, to only 
four first downs, less than 100 yards rushing and only 13 yards 
passing. 

Bridgers brought the pro-style offense to the Southwest, 
once known as the home of the forward pass but in recent years 
a strong advocate of power, conservative football. His 1963 
Bears led the Conference in TOTAL offense with 335 yards 
per game, also led in pass offense. 

Among his star pupils has been 
Quarterback Don Trull, national 
collegiate passing leader the past 
two seasons, new holder of all-time 
NCAA records for pass comple- 
tions and pass yardages, twice win- 
ner of the Sammy Baugh Trophy 
going to the nation’s outstanding 
collegiate passer. 

Another of Bridgers’ prize 
pupils, Halfback Ronnie Bull, like 
Trull an All-America, won the Na- 
tional Football League “Rookie of 
the Year” award in 1962, playing 
for the Chicago Bears, 1963 NFL 
Champions. Still another, Flanker 
Lawrence Elkins, also gained All- 
America first team honors, as a 
super receiver during the 1963 season. Elkins set a new 
all-time NCAA record for number of passes caught in a 
single season. 

John Bridgers is a native of Birmingham, Ala., played guard 
for Auburn in 1940-41-42. In middle of his senior year he 
entered World War II service as a private in the enlisted 
reserve, emerged from the European campaign as a Captain 
of artillery later serving in similar capacity in the Korean War. 

Between wars he returned to Auburn to get his degree then 
received Auburn's scholarship key for highest four-year grade 
in the School of Business. Meanwhile, he served as Auburn *B" 
team coach and full-time instructor in Economics. On verge 
of entering Yale law school, he instead received offer to become 
line coach and track coach at Sewanee University, stayed there 
five years. 

After the Korean War, he served four years at Johns Hop- 
kins University as head coach in football and track, winning the 
Mason-Dixon Conference grid title there in 1956. Then he 
was coach of defensive guards and tackles two seasons for 
NFL Champion Baltimore Colts before becoming head 
coach and athletic director at Baylor. 

Coach Bridgers is married to the former Frances Young 
of Florence, Ala. They have a daughter, Mrs. Cynthia Stewart; 
two sons, John Dixon, 12, and Don, 11 and granddaughters 
Jennifer Lynn Stewart and Penelope Stewart.

Another highly entertaining team, one that has a good 
chance to have a successful season, is foreseen by Head Coach 
John Bridgers for the 1964 Baylor Bears. If the annual spring 
Green and White game, a close, lively contest won 20-14 by the 
White squad, is any indication, the Bears will as usual be able 
to stir up quite a lot of offense, just as they did in leading the 
1963 Southwest Conference in total offense with 335 yards per 
game. 


“We will have two major problems this season,” said Coach 
Bridgers, “First, the finding of a replacement for Don Trull, 
the national passing champion for the last two seasons, and 
Second, to find replacements for the many interior linemen we 
lost. 


“We lost four of our top six tackles, retaining only de- 
fensive starter Arturo Delgado and offensive starter Fred 
Allen. We lost four of our top seven guards, returning Mickey 
Kennedy and our two offensive starters, Mike Bourland and 
Bill Ferguson. 


“We lost our first two offensive centers, return the de- 
fensive starting center, Ernest Erickson. 


“Thus, of our top 16 interior linemen, 10 are gone, which 
means some young linemen must come through. We will again 
use the offensive and defensive platoons that proved successful 
last season. 


“As for replacing Trull, we feel that Roger Mike Marshall 
and Ronnie Wilson and all our young quarterbacks such as 
Terry Southall, Kenny Stockdale and Raymond Davila made 
much progress in spring training. It is, of course, unlikely that 
Marshall will be as good a passer as Trull. But he could be 
our best running quarterback ever and he has come a long 
way as a passer since he was our starting freshman quarterback 
in 1962. Wilson in the spring looked better every week, has 
gained in confidence. Southall, Stockdale and Davila all show 
definite promise.” 


At center, Sophomore Billy Burk, moved from guard, and 
Sophomore Calvin Kirkham, moved from fullback, both de- 
veloped well, showed promise the final two weeks of the spring. 
Before that, redshirt Pete Menefee had a very good spring, 
ran No. 1 at offensive center before an ankle injury, followed 
bv operation, knocked him out of the final half of spring drills. 


Two redshirt Sophomores, Ralph Dunlap, who missed some 
spring drill time with injury, and Mike Jurecek, were ranked 
No. 1 on the defensive platoon in the spring, where two other 
redshirt Sophomores, Mike Thomas and Mike Dewlen, also 
developed well. 


Looking extremely good at tackle was Sophomore Dwight 
Hood, who ran No. 1 alongside Delgado on the defensive platoon 
in the spring. On offense, Allen could be joined by veteran Bill 
Ferguson, who may be moved from guard, or by redshirt 
Sophomore Vance Smith. 


The Bears return six offensive starters from their 1963 
Bluebonnet Bowl Champions, the returnees including Allen at 
tackle, Bourland and Ferguson at guards, Ken Hodge at tight

end, Henry Pickett at running halfback and All-America 
Lawrence Elkins at flanking halfback. 


With the fabulous Elkins returning, after setting an all- 
time NCAA receiving record of 70 catches, plus proven top 
receivers like Hodge and Pickett, the Bears again should have 
above-average receiving. The poised Marshall, although a 
redshirt Sophomore who has yet to play a down of varsity 
football, is a quick, strong-armed passer who could again give 
the Bruins their usual above-average passing. Harlan Lane, 
quick-handed receiver, a transfer from Navarro Junior College 
who redshirted last season, shows the promise of another James 
Ingram at split end on the offensive platoon. 


Elkins was as unbelieveable as ever as a receiver in the 
spring, catching seven or eight passes in every Saturday scrim- 
mage from his new pitchers. Letterman Joe Jones could add 
depth behind Elkins, along with redshirt Sophomore Max Em- 
finger, Squadman Knox Pittard, redshirt Sophomore Tommy 
Smith and the frosh flash of 1963, Paul Becton, who missed 
a lot of spring work with an ankle injury. 


Pickett again is backed by Letterman Clint Mitchell, who 
did a great job in the Bluebonnet Bowl. And Sophomores 
Billy Hayes and Richard Defee and redshirt Sophomore Bucky 
Bovenzi all had an excellent spring at the running halfback slot. 


Veteran Fullback Tom Davies had his best spring, but had 
stiff competition from two other veterans, Gwinn Corley and 
Mike Wayne Marshall. Sophomore Randy Behringer, who looks 
like another good one, missed most of the spring drills with a 
leg injury. 


The Bears return seven starters from their famed “Chinese 
Baptists” defensive platoon, which had a big hand in Baylor's 
splendid 7-3 season, 6-1 record in Southwest Conference play 
and Bluebonnet Bowl championship. 


The defensive secondary returns intact from the 1963 
“Chinese Baptists,” starting with All-America candidate Bobby 
Maples, 1964 Co-Captain and one of the finest “Big Play” 
linebackers in Conference history. Erickson returns at the 
other linebacker post. 


Also returning are the three deep defenders, Halfbacks 
Donnie Laurence and Eddie Whiddon and Safety Robert 
Christian. 


Co-Captain James Rust, possibly the finest all-around end 
in the Conference, will be back at defensive end. He also is 
Baylor's top downfield blocker and a great receiver. On the 
"Chinese Baptists" he will team at defensive ends with redshirt 
Sophomore Willie Walker and be backed by veteran Ramsey 
Muniz. 


Veteran defensive halfback Joe Gerald and Joe Jones add 
depth to the defensive deep trio. Jones was pushing Christian 
hard for his safety job in the spring. 


Steady Eddie Whiddon is back to do the punting again, 
backed by Billy Hayes, a seige gun type up from the frosh. 


The 1964 Bears will be quite young, but show enough 
promise in passing, running and defense to indicate a pretty 
£ood season if a quarterback and those young linemen come 
through. 


Facts About Taylor 


Baylor University, one of the oldest universities in Texas, 
enters its 120th year this September of 1964, continuing a 
service to higher education which began back in the days when 
Texas was a repukiic before it joined the Union. 

The University was named for Judge Robert Emmet Bled- 
soe Baylor, one of its three founders. Baylor was founded in 
1845 at Independence, Texas, under charter granted by the Re- 
public of Texas, the University later moving to Waco. 


Judge Baylor was a native of Kentucky and veteran of the 
War of 1812. He became a supreme court justice of the Re- 
public of Texas, earlier had served in the Kentucky legislature. 


The other founders were Rey. William M. Tryon, native of 
New York City, and Rev. James E. Huckins, native of New 
Hampshire. Rev. Tryon was chaplain of the Congress of the 
Republic of Texas. Rev. Huckins was principal, at Galveston, 
of Texas’ first public school. 

Baylor, a Baptist university, has students of many denomina- 
tions, including Catholics, Episcopalians, Methodists, Presbyter- 
ians and more than 30 other denominations and faiths, many of 
which have their own campus clubs and take part in Baylor 
athletics and many other activities. The university’s facilities 
and activities were racially integrated a year ago. 


Baylor, with valuable aid of the Baylor-Waco Foundation 
and an Urban Renewal program, is adding steadily to its growth, 
has added over $12 million in new buildings in a decade, will be 
adding still further in the next several years to its buildings 
and campus area. 


The beautiful new Marrs McLean Science Building, Han- 
kamer School of Business, New Hall Dormitory for Women, 
Penland Hall Dormitory for Men, Book Store Building are 
among more recent additions to the campus. 


Others of recent construction include Morrison Con- 
stitution Hall for the Law School, the Music Building, Ruth 
Collins Dormitory for Women, Student Union Building, Arm- 
strong Browning Library, Tidwell Bible Building, Allen and 
Dawson Dormitory for Women, D. K. Martin Hall Dormitory 
for Men and Speight-Jenkins married students' dormitory. 

Baylor has 10 schools and colleges in Waco, Houston and 
Dallas. The College of Medicine is in Houston, the College of 
Dentistry and Graduate Research Institute in Dallas. 


The College of Arts and Sciences, the Schools of Business, 
Law, Education, Music, Religion, Nursing and the Graduate 
School all are located on the main campus in Waco, growing 
city of 112,000 located in the Heart of Texas and looking to 
accelerated growth with greatly increased water supply assured 
for the near future. 

The university has a strong, very active unit of the Air 
Force ROTC on its campus, active since World War II days. 

Varsity and freshman home football games are played in 
lighted, 50,000-seat Baylor Stadium, sunken concrete bowl built 
in 1950. Playing surface is 26 feet below surrounding ground 
level. Curved sides make this one of the finest of all stadiums 
for watching a football game. 

Basketball is played in 7,600-seat Heart O' Texas Coliseum. 
Baseball games are in 5,000-seat Dutton Park. Tennis is played 
on new concrete courts on campus and golf at Ridgewood 
Country Club. 

Baylor's track team, Conference champions three of the past 
five springs, uses a new 5,200-seat track stadium with eight-lane 
quarter-mile red cinder track and 10-lane, 220-yard straightaway.

R. E. (Mr. Bill) Henderson—Asst. Athletic Director 


R. E. (Mr. Bill) Henderson 
— is a 29-year veteran oí the Baylor 
. athletic staff and a very busy 
: man. 

Mr. Bill came to Baylor in 
1936, first as an assistant coach 
and freshman basketball coach. 
He had been line coach and bas- 
ketball coach at Waco High 
School, and before that head 
coach in both sports at Temple 
High School. 

He became Baylor's head 
basketball coach in 1941, served 
in that capacity for 18 seasons, 
with time out for World War II 
Army Air Force service. For many 

years he also served as assistant football coach and scout. 

His teams won 200 varsity games in basketball, also 
won four Southwest Conference championships. His teams 
finished fourth or higher 12 times in the 18 seasons, were 
last only three times. His 1948 team still is the only South- 
west Conference team ever to reach the NCAA champion- 
ship finals. 

Mr. Bill was President of the National Basketball 
Coaches Assn. in 1960-61, his final season. He also served 
the national body as vice president, as secretary and as 
treasurer. 

He is now in his sixth year as Baylor's Asst. Athletic 
Director and Business Manager of Athletics. Mr. Bill is a 
1925 graduate of Howard Payne College, where he was a 
four-sport letterman and team captain in football, basket- 
ball and baseball. 

The Hendersons have a son, Dr. Bill Henderson, a 
daughter, Mrs. Tom Echols, and two granddaughters. 


Floyd A (Uncle Jim) Crow—Stadium Director 

Floyd A. (Uncle Jim) Crow 
is the beloved "elder statesman" 
of the Baylor athletic department, 
a kindly versatile man who is 
entering his 45th year as a mem- 
ber of the department, surely 
one of the longest tenures any 
man has ever served in any col- 
legiate athletic department. 

Uncle Jim is well and af- 
fectionably known and revered 
by every Baylor athlete for two 
generations, the always available 
and kindly friend of every young- 
ster who has played on a Baylor 
athletic team over that span. 

Uncle Jim was one of the 
finest football linemen ever pro- 
duced in the Southwest. He is ranked as one of the all-time 
greats at Texas A&M University, where he was known as 
"Big Jim," a star tackle under fabled coach Uncle Charley 
Moran. Mr. Crow first was an All-Southern tackle in days 
before the Southwest Conference was formed, then in 1915 
and 1916 was an All-Conference tackle. 

The Waco native also played with the strong 90th 
Division team in the Army during World War I. 

After war service, he joined the Baylor staff as line 
coach in 1920, served in that capacity for many years. He 
also won fame during those and later years as one of the 
finest of Southwest football scouts. 

At Baylor he has coached baseball, tennis, swimming, 
in addition to football, and in many other important 


capacities. —8—

Charles G (Chuck) Purvis—Chief Football Assistant 

oo Chuck Purvis has already 
served Baylor as quarterback 
coach for six seasons, and in 
three of those seasons he has 
produced the NCAA champion 
passer. Baylor has had the 
NCAA champion more times 
than any other school in the 
nation. 

Buddy Humphrey was an 
ordinary passer for two seasons 
before Coach Purvis joined the 
Baylor staff, then as a senior 
promptly won the 1958 national 
title. 

Chuck’s star pupil of 1962 
and 1963, All-America Don Trull, 
won the national aerial crown both years, set three new 
all-time national records in 1963. 

Ronnie Stanley seldom threw in high school, under 
Purvis became the Southwest’s most prolific passer. An- 
other Purvis pupil, Bobby Ply, hit a bowl game high of 
five touchdown passes in the Shrine North-South classic. 

Chuck played prep football at Glenville, Ga. High 
School and Florida Military Academy, then played halfback 
at University of Illinois, graduating in 1940. Then he was 
head coach three years at Mattoon, Ill. high school. In the 
World War II Navy, he was assistant coach at Auburn, 
then at the Naval Academy, after service was Illinois back- 
field coach nine seasons before coming to Baylor. 

Coach and Mrs. Purvis have two daughters, Mrs. Kay 
Walsh and Sally, 13, and two sons, Bob, 20, on the Baylor 
varsity, and Skippy, 15 and a new granddaughter. 


Jack Little—Chief Offensive Coach 


The 1964 football season will 
be the third for Coach Jack Little 
as member of the Baylor staff, 
his second as chief offensive 
coach. 

One of the fine coaching jobs 
of the successful 1963 Baylor 
season was done by Coach Little, 
who took three squadmen who 
had played only 29 minutes 
among them, put them with two 
redshirt sophomore, and pro- 
duced the finest pass-blocking in- 
terior line Baylor has known. 

Coach Little was twice an 
All-America lineman while at 
Texas A&M University, gaining 
that honor in 1951 and 1952. The big tackle was Co-Captain 
of the 1952 Aggies, graduating there in 1953. 

Born in Corpus Christi, Jack was a star high school 
player on fine teams there before playing at Texas A&M. 
From college he went to the Baltimore Colts, is still ranked 
as the top offensive tackle in Colt history. 

He was line coach for seven seasons with very suc- 
cessful teams at Texas A&I College in Kingsville before 
coming to Baylor. He and Mrs. Little have two daughters, 
Deborah Jean, 11, and Stephanie Lea, 9. 
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Herbert Zimmerman—Chief Defensive Coach 


Coach Herbert Zimmerman 
is starting his fourth season at 
Baylor, his second as chief de- 
fensive coach. 

His famed "Chinese Bap- 
tists’ defensive platoon was one 
of the revelations of the 1963 
Southwest Conference season, 
having as much to do with Bruin 
success as any other one thing, 
^ and compiling one of the fine 

`w defensive records in “clutch” 
1 situations in all Baylor history. 
Defense was Herb’s long 
suit as a player when he was a 
top lineman for fine TCU teams 

of the early 1950s. 

Herb won All-Conference honors and strong All- 
America consideration as a standout middle guard in the 
rugged defensive line of the TCU team when the Horned 
Frogs won the 1951 Southwest Conference championship. 

Baylor fans remember him well, for the great game 
TCU and Baylor played in 1951 which decided the Con- 
ference title, Baylor losing the game and winding up only 
half a game behind in final standings. Both played in bowl 
games. 

Coach Zimmerman had one other memorable exper- 
ience—he played high school football under the one and 
only Catfish Smith, Baylor’s very successful frosh coach, 
when Catfish was the almost unbeatable coach at Mt. 
Vernon high school. 

After graduating from TCU in 1952, Herb served three 
seasons as assistant at Weatherford, then was head coach 
five years at Mt. Pleasant, with a 31-20-2 record. He and 
Mrs. Zimmerman have two sons, Scotty, 10, and Tommy, 6, 
and a daughter, Debbie, 9. 


Jack Thomas—Ends and Linebackers 


Ready for his second season 
as a very valued member of the 
Baylor staff is Jack Thomas, 
coach of defensive ends and line- 
backers, who also serves Coach 
Bridgers as a busy administrative 
assistant. 

Coach Thomas, a veteran of 
16 coaching seasons, 12 of them 
in college ranks, was a big help 
with the “Chinese Baptists” last 
season. 

A native Texan, he was an 
end and tackle at Luling High 
School, then played freshman 
football at Baylor in 1942. When 
Baylor discontinued football for 
two wartime years, Jack transferred to Tulsa University, 
where he was starting guard on three Hurricane teams 
which compiled a 35-7-1 record and played in three bowls. 
He graduated in 1947. 

After a season with the Los Angeles Rams, three years 
high school coaching at Seguin and 19 months in service, 
Jack was line coach at Trinity two seasons, later line coach 
at Mississippi Southern three years and 1961 defensive line 
coach at Texas A&M. He was head coach at Hardin- 
Simmons in 1962. 

His sister, Betsy, was а 1945 Baylor graduate. An 
uncle, Payton Thomas, played center on Baylors 1915 
Southwest Conference Champions.

WELL-BALANCED CONFERENCE 


The Southwest Conference is one of the best balanced 
leagues in the land, a circuit where the winner is difficult to 
pick. Over nearly any period the teams balance out quite evenly, 
and most members can manage close to a break even record in 
any set of seasons. 

The last 10 years, for instance, have seen only two cham- 
pions emerge with an unbeaten, untied league record, and there 
have been co-champions in three of these seasons. Because of 
the pressure of Conference competition, a member rarely gains 
an unbeaten, untied full season. Texas, the 1963 National Cham- 
pion, was the first Conference member to go through a full 
season unbeaten, untied, since another National Champion, the 
1939 Texas A&M team, at 10-0-0, had done so 24 years before. 

Here is a typical period, the last 15 seasons, during which 
all eight members have all had good and bad seasons . . . for 
instance, over that period EVERY member of the Conference 
has finished last at least once.
